Quincy, Mass., Dec. 17.—At’the moment the 
guns of Admiral Evans’ fleet were roaring 
cut‘their farewell salute at Fort Monroe, the 
first keel plate of the great battleship North 
Dakota, the largest battleship in the world 
with the exception of its sister ship, the 
Delaware, was laid in the yards of the Fore

Germany to Show Courtesy. 


New York, Dec. 17.—A Berlin dispatch to 
the Staats Zeitung says that the German 
cruiser Bremen, which is stationed in Ameri- 
can waters, has been ordered to visit the 
American battleship fleet in some South 
American port as a mark of courtesy. 


Frenchman Pays High Tribute. 


PARIS, Dec. 17.—Admiral Gervais, presi- 
dent of the French Naval league, and the 
greatest French. naval tactician, said today 
that the French navy would watch the prog- 
ress of the cruise of t American battle- 
ships with the keenest interest from the 
technical point of view. 

“It is the greatest feat of naval maneuver- 
ing ever undertaken in time of peace,” said 
the admiral. “* It is, in short, an experiment 
which will absorb the attention of the entire 
naval world for the next three months. 

“I myself navigated the Horn twice in 
1880 on board the Triumphant. I do 
not consider the undertaking to be neces- 
sarily extremely perilous, but it will be 
long and tedious. Everything depends upon 
the care in preparing for the voyage in the 
matter of coaling and equipment, the secur- 
ing of the latest charts, etc. 

“The greatest difficulty will be experi- 
enced in the straits of Magellan on account 
of the swift and perplexing currents, espe- 
cially if it is intended to keep such a large 
number of ships in close formation. 

The voyage will call for the constant 
vigil of officers and men, and it will un- 
doubtedly constitute a great strain upon 
both, but it will be the finest possible train- 
ing for them. Its successful accomplishment 


will demonstrate the high state of efficiency | 


of the American navy and afford a valuable 
lesson to the navies of the wor 


German View of Cruise. 


BERLIN, Dec. 17.—Count Ernst von Re- 
ventiow, who is regarded as probably the 
most authoritative of German writers on 
naval affairs, said today regarding the voy- 
age of the American battleship fleet from 
Hampton roads to the Pacific coast: 

“The most interesting point in connection 
with this trip, from the technical standpoint, 
is the coaling of such a large fleet at sea with- 
out stopping and for such a prolonged period. 
That nine-tenthe of the coal carrying vessels 
are British, as the American pewspapers 
report, throws an unfavorable light upon the 
capacity of the American commercial ma- 


rine 
“A long time has been required to prepare 


this fleet to begin its voyage. We understand | 


this was due to the newness of the vessels, 
the insufficiency of the supply of officers, and 
the lack of training by the crews. A long 
voyage under conditions similar to those of 
actual warfare is the best means of testing 
the capacity of the personnel, and the com- 
bining together for target practice is an ex- 
cellent idea. 

It would be interesting to know what dis- 
position will be made of this fleet after its 
arrival at San Francisco. If it was sent to 
the Philippines its presence would promote 
peace as well as guarantee the permanency 


fof the American possession of the ivlande; 


but if it stays on the west coast of the United 
States it will not hinder Japanese designs on 
the Philippines or Hawaii.”

DEAD MAN IS FOUND IN ROOM 
OF FATALLY WOUNDED WOMAN 


Theory That M. L. Dillon Killed Him- 
self After Shooting Mrs. N. G. Coch- 
ran Doubted by His Cousin. 


M. L. Dillon of Sterling, III., was shot dead 
early yesterday morning in the room of Mrs.

For 
some reason Mrs. Cochran recently had re- 
fused to receive his attentions. She went to

strong denunciation is made of promoters 
obtaining control of a chain of banks to 
further their own schemes. 


Veto Against New Banks. 


The committee recommends that the state 
superintendent of banks be given a veto upon 
the establishment of a bank or trust com- 
pany, or a branch of any existing bank or 
trust company, or the purchases of the con- 
trol of one banking institution by another. 

The committee would increase and make 
more direct the supervisory power and con- 
trol of the superintendent over all moneyed 
institutions, including banks of discount and 
deposit trust companies, savings banks, safe 
deposit companies, mortgage loan or invest- 
ment companies, and building and loan as- 
sociations, so that he eould direct the dis- 
continuance of unsafe practices.“ 


Directors Must Know Loans.

Attempts Made by Members of 
His Family to Keep the 
Fact of Suicide Secret. 
* 8 
CORONER HEARS AT LAST. 


For Ten Years the Victim Was 
the President of the Cen- 


tral Drug Company. 


Every effort was made to conceal the facts 
surrounding the death of William H. Burke, 
president of the Central Drug company, 
whose body, with a bullet hole through the 
head, was found in his residence at Hub- 
bard Woods early yesterday morning. Act- 
ing upon the reluctant testimony of a brother, 
Herbert J. Burke, and a sister, Miss Emma 
D. Burke, a coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of suicide because of insomnia. 

Although the body was found by the sister 
soon after daybreak, no attempt to report 
it to any of the suburban police officers or 
to the coroner was made, and it was not 
until A. E. Branton, the Evanston represen- 
tative of Jordan’s undertaking company, ac- 
cidentally heard of the death that it was 
reported to Coroner Hoffman. He was un- 
able to learn pi Pri the complete name of the 
dead man and rr 38 to (he sereuar a8 
“a Mr. Burke of Giencoe.”’ 


Brother and Sigter Testify. 


Deputy Michael J. Hartney, after some dif- 
ficulty in locating the case, impaneled a jury 
of neighbors and persuaded the brother and 
sister to tell of the finding of the body. No 
shot had been heard during the night, but 
shortly before 7 o'clock Miss Burke went to 
her brother’s room and found him lying on 
the floor in his night clothes, his head in a 
pool of blood. 

Near his hand was a revolver, thought to 
have been hig own property. A bullet from 
it had passed through his head from a point 
behind the right ear and made another hole 
in his left temple. The hair where it entered 
was not scorched, showing it might have been 
fired from a distance. 

The only other evidence given by the rela- 
tives of the dead man was that he had been 
in Ul health for several weeks. With this as 
a foundation for their conclusion the jury 
returned a verdict of death from gunshot 
wound and hemorrhage self-inflicted while in 
ill health.” 


Inquest Held at Noon. 


The fact that the coroner’s jury had sat 
upon the case was kept a secret by the broth- 
er and sister. The panel reached its conclu- 
sion shortly after noon, but several hours 
later Herbert Burke stated to inquirers that 
his brother had died of heart trouble. 

The Burke brothers and their sister moved 


although after holding the family in their 
beds at the points of revolvers, they secured 
several hundred doliffre’ worth of jeweiry, 
members of the family said they would not 


report the matter to the police or give any | 


description of the stolen property. 

The only information that could be secured 
of William Burke's past life was that ten 
years ago he came to Chicago from Detroit, 
where he had been in the drug business for 
several years, and tne Centra)

Was III Last Week.

Burke had not been in the store since last 
Thursday, when he left hurriedly, complain-

ager.of the store, that if Mr. Burke com- 
mitted suicide his act was ca 
nia induced by overwork. He suffered con- 
stantly from sleeplessness.”

PLAN TO HUSH COURT SCANDAL. 


Compromise in the Harden-Von Moltke 
Oase Under Consideration in Berlin— 
Strain Breaks Principals’ Health. 


BERLIN, Dec. 17.—A compromise in the 
Harden-Von Moltke case is under considera- 
tion. Yesterday the prosecution of Maxi- 
milian Harden, editor of Die Zukunft. who 
brought a series of sweeping accusations 
against Count Kuno von Molike, was post- 
poned owing to the illness of the defendant. 

It became known, also, that several others 
most closely identified. with the case are 
suffering greatly fram the nervous strain 
brought about by developments in the pre- 
vious trial, and within the last twenty-four 
‘hours every effort has been made to effect 


a compromise, on the grounds that the health 


of the principals has been shattered, and 
that the highest interests of state render 
further controversy inadvisable. 

The present prosecution is now jn the hands 
of the state’s attorney, and the case was to 
have been heard before a criminal bench 
of five judges.

TEHERAN, Persia, Dec. F. - Armed con- 
flict between the constitutionalists, support 
ing the parllament, and the forces of the 
shah, aided by the teactioneries, is imminent 
tonight. 

The reactionaries have seized the Gun 
square and all the open places in the vicinity 
of the palace Soldiers patrol the streets 


and many innocent persons have been fired | 


on. 
Mob Holds Parliament Buildings. 

Ten thodusand ¢onetitutionalists have 
seized the parliament buildings and thrown 
up ‘barricades on ail sides. 

Murder and looting in all sections of the 
city are common—ifi every case the victim 
being a known or suspected constitutionalist. 

Foreign legations are not molested and 
foreign residents express no alarm over their 
personal safety, although they believe the 
fires of revolution may be kindled through- 
out Persia within the next forty-eight hours 
unless some foreign power intervenes, 


Appeal to World for Aid’ 


This afternoon the Persian parliament ie- 
sued a manifesto to the world. In it the 
present crisis is explained and an appeal 
made for support. Representatives of all 
foreign powers weré given a copy. The man- 
ifesto is as follows: * 

When the affairs of the empire had ‘fallen 
into a hopeless sgate the nation saw its only 
salvation in constitutional government. The 
late shah granted a constitution and the 
reigning shah confirmed it, but persons who 
under the despotic régime were accustomed 
to oppress the people misled our young sov- 
ereign into the belief that the constitution 
was the cause of the present troubles. 

“The nation wants to do nothing that 
will disturb peace, but in view of the attack 
of the reactionary members of the govern- 
ment it will defend the constitution, ite only 
hope, to the utmost, 

By means of this manifesto the Persian 
ration makes known to all legations and for- 
eign diplomatic representatives the actual 
condition of affairs, and informs them that 
the sovereign is violating hig covenant with 
the peopie. It makes this announcement to 
al: the nations of the world, convinced that 
they will show brotherly love to the 10,000,000 
Persians and not allow their rights to be 
trodden under foot.” 


All Shops Are Closed. 


The negotiations between the shah and 
parliament up to the present time have been 
without result. The postoffice and all Shops 
in Teheran are closed and no newspapers 
have been published today. 

The immediate causes of the Persian crisis 
are to be found in the indignation of the peo- 
ple at the delay in the execution of certain 
soldiers who recently murdered two shop- 
keepers. Last Sunday this developed into 
hostile demonstrations, shooting in the 
streets of Teheran, and the resignation of the 
cabinet. Parliament then derffanded expla- 
nations from the shah for his course in this 
and other matters which have given offense. 


Burope Plans to Interfere. 

LONDON, Dec. 17.—The crisis in Persia 
has been receiving the attention of the Brit- 
ish and Russian foreign offices for some 
time past, the official advices from Teheran 
having pointed out the seriousness of the 
situation. 

Immediate attention was demanded, and 
the two governments already have decided 
upon joint action to settle the differences be- 
tween the shah and parliament and to pre- 
vent the trouble which is threatening to

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BREAD ORDINANCE 
Bakers Consent to Its Passage 
on Condition of Getting 
a Quick Ruling. 
DENY POWER OF COUNCIL. 


Lawyer Rubens Says Measure 
Will Be Declared to Be 
Unconstitutional. 


With the understanding that a test case 
is to be carried immediately to the Supreme 
court, the efty council judiciary committee 
yesterday recommended for passage the 
“full weight bread ordinance. If the 
council adopts the recommendation of the 
committee. another city law fixing a stand- 
ard of one pound for a loaf of bread will be 


adopted and the Supreme court will be 
asked to say whether or not it is constitu- 


tional. 

Until this decision has been reached, City 
Sealer John Kjellander will allow the sale of 
twelve and fourteen ounce loaves by advice 
of the committee. The bakers of the city, 
represented ‘tn the committee meeting by 
Attorney Harry Rubens, are convinced that 
the section in the cities and villages act 
giving to the city council the right to regu- 
late the sale of bread is unconstitutional, 
and at the final session of the committee they 
agreed to the passage of the preposed or- 
dinance under the conditions as stated 


above. 

Mr: Rubens expressed the belief of the 
bakers when he told the aldermen that a 
city law which endeavors to regulate this 
one trade of all the trades and endeavors 
to specify what shall be the weight of the 
loaves baked would violate the right of con- 
tract and would be held unconstitutional 
as an arbitrary exercise of police power with 
regard to one occupation. 

The ordinance which is recommended for 
passage provides that a loaf of sixteen 
ounces shall be the standard in bread pro- 
duction, but that loaves may be produced 
weighing a half and three-quarters of a pound 
and two, three, four, five, and six pounds. 
It providers that every loaf shall be labeled 
plainly with the name of the manufacturer, 
which label shall show the weight of the loat 
in conepicuous letters, the label to be not 
leas than one inch square or one inch in di- 
ameter. 

All bakers are required to have scales in 
their shops and the city inepectors are to 
have the right not only to test the scales 
but to demand the weighing of bread. The 
Same right le given to any customer, who 
may demand the loaf he buys be weighed in 
order that he may ascertain that he hae 
secured the amount of bread which he de- 
sired to buy. 


Hard Fight Made by Bakers. 


The bakers have fought the proposed or- 
Ginance vigorously, insisting that sixteen 
ounces of bread cannot be sold for 5 cents and 
that it is impossible to ralge the price. Their 
contention has been that inasmuch as they 
are obliged to sell a loaf for 5 cents imme- 
morial custom obligating them to this—they 
should be allowed to meet the fluctuations in 
the price of flour and labor by varying the 
sige of the loaves. 

In all the meetings of the judiciary commit- 
tee, which has had charge of the ordinance, 
they have insisted that it is impossible to 
change the price of bread and that their only 
chance ‘of meeting the fluctuatione in cost of

The firm immediately started an aggressive 
advertising campaign in the papers of Chi- 
cago and other cities throughout the coun- 
try. As inquiries came in Dean sent out 
glowing prospectuses and references, and 
in each case, before making a contract, in- 
sisted that advance amounts of from 8680 
to $1,000 or more be paid for various “ ex- 
penses.”” The expenses having been paid, 
little or nothing further, it ip alleged, was 
done by the Dean firm. 


Client Pays $670; No Results. 

The experience of the Colorado Capitol 
Coal Mining company, said Mr. Brown, is 
typical of the firm’s operations. The com- 
pears property is at Lafayette, Colo. Dean 
“ad contracted with the company to float 
a $50,000 bond issue and had undertaken, 
amo other things, to superintend the Mth- 
Ographing of the bonds.

DEFENSES FOR THE ISLANDS. 

The leaders in congress are sald to be 
in favor of making liberal appropriations 
at this session for the defense of the Phil- 
ippines, Hawaii, and the Pacific coast of 
the United States. Something hae been 
done for the protection of west coast 
points, but not enough. Practically noth- 
ing has been done for the islands. 

There are many congressmen to whom 
this policy does not appeal. They eee 
that the lavish expenditures of the last 
congress cannot safely be duplicated. 
They have had warning that there must 
be retrenchment or there may be a deficit. 
But they do not wish their pet measures 
to be submerged by the wave of retrench- 
ment. They are for economy as long as 
it does not interfere with their getting 
appropriations for public buildings in their 
districts, or with appropriations for the 
improvement of insignificant rivers aud 
harbors. They are for cutting down ap- 
propriations for national purposes so that 
there may be room for those for such 
local purposes as have been mentioned. 
The United States never will part vol- 
untarily with Hawaii. Therefore it ought 
to be put In a state of defense. Effective 
action should have been taken in that di- 
rection years ago. It is true that no dan- 
ger threatens and the inhabitants of 
Hawaii may never hear the sound of a 
hostile gun, but that is no reason why the 
precautions which common sense dictates 
should not be adopted. 

The United States has no present inten- 
tion of getting out of the Philippines. It 
is far from having completed its beneficent 
mission there. 

There are no indications that any for- 
eign power wishes to wrest the islands 
from the United States, but there should 
be forts and big guns so that if euch an 
attempt were made it could be more 
easily frustrated. One should always be 
in readiness for the unexpected. 

The Atlantic coast has been taken pret- 
ty good care of as reghrds defenses. The 
Atlantic is the ocean in which this coun- 
try has taken an almost exclusive inter- 
est. Now it {s the turn of the Pacific to 
receive attention. Americans should face 
westward for a time and look after their 
interests in that ocean. They hold valua- 
ble possessions there, and those posses- 
sions should be put in a state of defense, 
even though that may interfere with the 
schemes of congressmen to get appropri- 
ations for their districts to make it easier 
for them to be renominated. 


THE MICHIGAN LEGISLATURE. 

The Michigan constitutional convention 
has been asked to consider the subject of 
minority representation. Some of the 
members believe that a strong opposition 
in a state legislature promotes good gov- 
ernment. In the Michigan legislature 
there is almost no opposition party. Last 
-year the democrats cast nearly 35 per cent 
of the total vote, but elected only five out 
of the 100 members of the lower house. 
In this state the democrats cast one-third 

of the total vote and elected two-fifths of 
‘ie members of the lower house. It is not 
surprising that Michigan democrats should 
prefer the Illinois method to their own, 
and that a minority representation system 
modeled on that of this state should have 
been submitted to the constitutional con- 
vention. 

The inability of the democrats to elect 
more than five men cannot be charged to 
gerrymandering. It is their misfortune 
that they are too evenly distributed 
throughout the state instead of being 
bunched as in Illinois. Of the eighty-three 
counties only one gave the last demo- 
eratie candidate for governor a majority. 
Under these conditions, even if the dem- 
ocrats had the making of the apportion- 
ment, they could not better themselves 
materially. 

If the convention were to investigate 
the workings of minority representation 
in Illinois it would find that they are 
by no means satisfactory. It tends tw 
give the minority party more representa- 
tion than it is theoretically entitled to on 
the basis of votes cast, and, as adminis- 
tered by the politicians, deprives the peo- 
ple of the fullness and freedom of choice 
to whith they are entitled in electing rep- 
resentatives. 

Minority representation has existed here 
for nearly forty years. During that period 
there has been much constitution making 
in this country, but no state has deemed 
it wise to pattern after Illinois in this par- 
ticular. It is hardly probable that Michi- 
gan will do so. At the same time it must 
be admitted that a fairer method of elect- 
ing representatives than the one which 
now prevails in that state ought to be de- 
vised if possible. One-third of the voters 
should have more than eee of 
the representatives, 


BETTER TREATMENT FOR JURORS. 

For a long while spasmodic efforts have 
been made to furnish jurymen better ac- 
commodations while in the service of tho 
courts. So far nothing practicable has 
resulted. However, if the plans of the 
Industrial club are perfected, in a little 
while jurymen may sleep, eat, and rest as 
if they were at their homes or being cared 
for by a well equipped club. - 

Jurymen often have been treated little 
better than convicts. They are sheltered 
in some second rate or third class hotel 
where the ventilation is bad, the beds 
hard, and the food poor. For these rea- 
sons men who in private life are accus- 
tomed to the ordinary conveniences of civi- 
lization are averse to sitting on juries. 
They resort to all sorts of excuses to es- 
cape this duty. The contemplation of_a 
week in uncomfortable quarters has ma de 
prevaricators out of hundreds of Chicago's 
citizens who otherwise would scorn the 
suggestion of a falsehood. Every Cook 
county judge will agree that if better ac- 
commodations were given jurymen euch 
bodies would be improved immeasurab!y 
in character and in intelligence.

The cost for the construction and the 
maintenance of such rooms in the end 
probably would be an economical invest- 
ment. Cook county pays out thousands of 
dollars annually for the care of jurors. To 
become landlord for its citizens perform- 
ing a citizen’s duty would be neither ir- 
regular nor unprofitable. With better ac- 
commodations there would be a higher 
class of jurymen and more intelligent ve 


dicts, 


Whether the Criminal court building is 
to be used in providing better conditions 
for jurymen or whether some other place 
is secured, surely the time has come when 
Oook county should cease treating its 
jurors in a way calculated to make jury 
service odious.

They. have customers among rich and 
poor. They rob all who have dealings 
‘with them—the people who ,wish to recov- 
er stolen property, the sick, the specu- 
lators, those who want their dreams inter- 
preted, and the silly girls who wish to 
know about future husbands. They live 
off the weaknesses of others. One of 
thelr specialties la finding buyers for min- 
ing stocks worth nothing.

Since then the money has gone on accu- 
mulating in the possession of the Iron- 
rongers’ company. The government char- 
ity commissioners, learning of this proceed- 
ed not long ago to take legal steps under 
the powers conferred upon them by the edu- 
cation law of 1899 tq have the money di- 
verted from the object of the testator and 
applied to useful educational purposes des- 
ignated by themselves, taking the ground 
that British subjects were no lon . held 
in bondage, either in Barbary or Tur 

This view was naturally bitterly oppaged 
by the Lronmongers’ company, which did not 
relish the idea of the control and management 
of the now huge fund passing out of its 
hands.

The case came up for trial in London a 
few weeks ago, and the fact that Sir Harry 
Maclean has been for months in captivity 
m Barbary, held in bondage by the robber 
chieftain, Raisuli, has had the effect of 
knocking away the basis upon which the 
charity commissioners had founded their 
application. Had it not been for this seiz- 
ure and ¢aptivity of Sir Harry Maclean the 
charity commissioners undoubtedly would 
have won their case. 

As matters stand now, the sult has been

amount required has enabled it to win its 

case. 

In fact, I have no doubt that at the next 
banquet of the Ironmongers’ company in 
itis vast hall in Fenchurch street Raisuli 
will be toasted as a friend and benefactor 
of the guild, which assuredly would have 
been obliged to surrender all the Betton 
estate to the charity commissioners had 
he not captured Sir Harry Maclean and de- 
tained him in captivity. 
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Sir Harry Maclean, who, my readers may 
recall, is the Scottish born commander in 
chief of the sultan of Morocco’s army, was 
formerly an officer in the Sixty-ninth regi- 
ment of infantry in the British army, 
quitting the English service for that of the 
sultan of Morocco of making an unfortunate 

e at Gibraltar ‘which rendered his 
— with his regiment impossible. 

He belongs to an ancient and historic 
Scotch family, and has striven his utmost | 
while in Moorish employ to advance the 
cause of civilization in that particularly 
somber and barbarous corner of the dark 
continent. 

Indeed, his services in this respect have been 
recognized by almost every great power of 
Europe with orders of knighthood, England 
having created him knight commander of the 
order of St. Michael and St. George.

Malta will be gay this winter, and will 
have an unusually large number of Amer 
can visitors, owing to the fact that the duke 
and duchess of Connaught are going to 
keep viceregal court there from the beginning 
of the new year. 

Princess Patricia of Connaught's most in- 
timate friends are chiefly American, and, 
while the duke of Connaught's chief of staff 
is Gen. Sir John Maxwell, who is married 
to Miss Louise Bonynge, daughter of 
Charles Bonynge of San Francisco and New 
York, the duchess’ principal confidante, as- 
sociate, and acting although not permanent- 
ly appointed lady in waiting is Mrs. Jack 
Leslie, who was Miss Leonie Jerome, daugh- 
ter of Leonard Jerome of New York and 
sister of Mrs. George Cornwallis West, for- 
merly Lady Randolph Churchill. 

Both the duke and duchess have large 
private fortunes of their own, the duke hav- 
ing been one of the principal beneficiaries 
of the will of the late Queen Victoria, while 
his wife inherited a third of the vast fortune 
of her father, Prince Frederick Charles of 
Prussia, popularly known as the Red Prince, 
and to whom Bazgaine surrendered Metz in 
1870. 

The duke, moreover, receives an allowance 
of $125,000 from the national treasury as a 
prince of the blood, and a large salary, be- 
sides big allowances, as high commissioner 
of the Mediterranean, so that he may be re- 
lied upon to maintain a good deal of state 
at Malta and to entertain extensively. 

He will occupy the governor's palace, which 
was formerly the residence of the grand 
masters of the sovereign order of the Knights, 
of St. John, and which is one of the grand- 
est palaces in the world. 
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The state apartments are superb, many of 
them adorned by almost priceless frescoes, 
while the armory, an immense apartment 
extending the whole length of the building, 
is adorned with numerous trophies of the 
victories of the Knights of Malta, as well 
as more than a hundred of the suits of 
armor which they wore in their wars against 
the Turks and Barbary pirates. 

One of the suits of armor is entirely black, 
and stands about seven feet high. It must 
have been worn by a giant, the helmet alone 
weighing close upon forty pounds. 

There is also the sword of the famous A1 
gerine Gen. Dragut, and an ancient cannon 
rr ade of tarred rope bound around a thin 
lining of copper and covered on the outside 
with a coat of plaster painted black.

Government Puts Examiner 
Moxey on Stand in John 
R. Walsh Case. 


HE TELLS OF BOND DEALS 


Securities of Doubtful Value Go 
Into Vaults, Good Money 
Goes Out. 


The last witness of importance for the pros- 
ecution in the John R. Walsh trial took the 
stand yesterday. This witness was United 
States Bank Examiner E. P. Moxey, who is 
expected to be on the stand two or three 
days more, rounding out the government's 
case. Mr. Moxey was the first witness in the 
case also and through him the government ig 
seeking to prove Walsh guilty by his own 
books. 

In his final testimony Mr. Moxey began to 
bring out these two points: 

That Walsh bought bonds from his own 
railroads, after fixing the price of the bonds 
himself. After buying the bonds Walsh sold 
them to his own banks. The government 
claims that the banks paid too high a price 
for these bonds, this fact being concealed by 
Walsh's peculiar methods of bookkeeping, 
showing the railroads which issued the bonds 
were paying properties, when in reality they 
were losing money. 

That Walsh bought the bonds from his 
railroads at a price fixed by himself and sold 
them to his bank at a higher price. As no 
record was made on the books of what be- 
came of the money representing the differ- 
ence between the bond sale and purchase the 
inference left by the government lawyers is 
that Walsh diverted this to his own personal 
use. - 


Defense Insists on the Books. 


Before Mr. Moxey began his testimony an 
effort was made to reach an agreement over 
the admission of a great deal of it without 
reference to the books. This failed because 
the lawyers for the defense would not ac- 
cept Mr. Moxey’s figurés offhand. They as- 
serted that Mr. Moxey had not given the 
entire relation of individual entries and that 
the wrong conclusion was drawn in regard 


to many entries. There is still hope that, 


the testimony will be shortened. 

Mr. Moxey began to show the Waish deals 
as far back as 1898. His testimony referred 
only to Southern Indiana railroad bonds. 
The first part of the testimony related to the 
effort to show that Walsh made a personal 
profit. As an illustration of the method 
used this may be given: 

The books of the Southern Indiana showed 
that on May 31, 1808, Walsh got from that 
road $300,000 of its bonds, including cer- 
tificates Nos. 1 to 6, for which he paid 75 
cents on the dollar, and $100,000 of its bonda, 
including certificates Nos. 7 and 8, for which 
he paid par. The books of the Equitable 
Trust company showed that on June 12, 1808, 
the bank bought from Welsh $400,000 of the 
bonds of the Southern Indiana, including

Prosecutor Northrup Insists

Sunday Closing Case. 
DEFENSE MAKES FIGHT. 


Judge Will Announce Decision 
Today; Warrants Are Out for 
Many Liquor Men. 


A move which may result in a considerable 
shortening of the second trial of Thomas 
Chemales tor violation of the state law 
against the Sunday saloon was launched yes- 
terday by the state. 

At the outset Assistant State’s Attorney 
Northup raised the point that the city ordi- 
nances regulating the saloon business on 
Sunday was not admissible as a defense for 
violation of the state law. 

Mr. Northup requested a ruling on this 
issue by Judge Arnold Heap, who relieved 
Judge Fake in the trial of the liquor cases: 

The move was a radical departure from 
the procedure at the first trial, and came as 
@ surprise to the defense. If a favorable 
ruling should be obtained by the state, Cha- 
males would be forced torely on the plea that 
the state law has become obsolete by non- 
enforcement. 


Fails to Secure Delay. 


Resisting Mr. Northup’s move, Mr. Aus- 
trian for the defense contended the question 
should not be decided until the state had 
proved its case. Judge Heap took a different 
view of the matter, and ordered the attor- 
neys to proceed at once with arguments. 

Practically the whole day was consumed in 
the arguments. Mr. Northup will argue 
for another hour thid morning. Then the 
judge will announce his position.
